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Ghe Corncrake. 


I often wonder, writes a correspondent, 


how some of the larger migratory birds 


manage to arrive on our shores unnoticed. 


No one, for instance, seems to observe the 


actual arrival of the corncrake; indeed, 


it is probable that, of the comparatively 


few who have ever seen the bird at all, stall 
fewer have seen it in flight. Yet, I can 
vouch for the fact that the corncrake is 


here, since I had the rare experience of- 


hearing him and the euckoo at the same 
time the other evening at Shankill, 
corncrake, which belongs to the. rail 
family, has its headquarters in Africa, and 
seldom uses its wings after the migratory 
flight is over. It can sometimes be see 
running furiously along the side of a 
hedge, and, when pursued, it trusts to its 
speed and protective colouring to avoid 
detection: The bird is about a foot in 
length, and its colour varies from brownish- 
"grey to red. The male is responsible for 
the familiar rasping cry, which is some- 
times successfully imitated by small boys, 
who draw a piece of wood across a fine 
comb with the object of luring the bird 
to its destruction. Young corncrakes, 
when hatched, are covered with black 
down, and after they are able to fend íor 
themselves the cry of the male bird is less 
frequently heard, until it finally dis- 
appears in the autumn. 


Firhouse and CGempleogue. 


I had not walked from Rathfarnham to 
Templeogue for many years, and I had 
kept this road in memory as a country road 
that had a few houses interspersed here 
and there. When I took this walk last 
week’s end, I found it completely 
suburbanised at both ends, although the 
middle portion still retains its rural air. 
At the Firhouse end there is now a block 
of villas, stretching away for over a mile, 
and at the next turning there is also a 
stretch of modern suburban houses. Next 


to these, however, is a very old-fashioned | 


house and garden. Almost in the middle 
of the way, where Washington House 
stands, a road leads down to the leit. 
This turns on to a path, and this path 1s, 
indeed, a revelation. There are fields either 
side of it and more wild apple blossom in 
the hedges than I have ever seen on any 
road. In places the apple-tree boughs are 
bare of leaves, and clusters of that most 
exquisite of all blossoms cling thickly to 
them. A cottage marks the centre of the 
road, with wild flowers growing before it, 
and. outrunners of white blossoms and 
flowers peer round the corner from the 
bright garden of flowers at the back. 
Blackbirds fly from hedge to hedge, and it 
was impossible to believe in the row of 
villas a few hundred yards away. The path 
terminated in a cul-de-sac, with a gate 
opening on a lovely cowslip field, 


Ghe Shilling Cheatre. 


I hear that Count John McCormack has | Danish family named Dolfyn, 


been taking a considerable interest in the 
‘Shilling Theatre ’’’—once known as the 
‘‘Fulham Grand,” in London. It is a 
particularly novel idea, and I wondered 
if he was considering. whether it might 
not be adopted in Dublin. Everybody in 
the audience pays a shilling for admission 
—in the gallery you can have two seats 
for your shilling—and the idea of the 
theatre is to let poor people have an 
opportunity of seeing what is best in 
drama. Plays of various types have been 
presented for some time past, but “ Juno 
and the Paycock,”’ with Miss Sara Allgood 
in the cast, was the outstanding success. 
Mr. Robert Newton and his sister, Miss 
Joy Newton, are responsible for the enter- 
prise, and, besides being the directors of 
the theatre, they also produce the plays | 
and act themselves, while Miss Newton 
paints the scenery. I wonder how Dublin 
would treat such a theatre: 


A oore Story. 


Hardly anyone who knew him could 
accuse George Moore of sentimentality i. 
a belief in premonitions. Yet I heard a 
story the other day concerning the 
supposed revolt of the spirit of an earlier 
George Moore against his descendant. 

It appears that Moore Hall, the an- 
cestral home in Mayo, contained a number 
of family portraits, only one of which 
ever found favour in the sight of the 
writer during his early years. It was a 
portrait of this earlier George Moore, a 
brother of John Moore, the first President 
of Connaught, an uncompromising Re- 
publican, who was sentenced to be hanged 
at Castlebar because of the part he took 
in the ‘°98 rebellion. George Moore 
believed that this portrait, which hung in 
the oak-panelled dining-room of Moore 
Hall for generations, was the work of 
some painter of note. Though he always 
appreciated it, he never troubled about it 
till 1923, when, it is said, he had a pre-i 
monition that something might happen to 
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i it. It was about this time that he was 
asked by the Republicans to permit them 
to use Moore Hall as a headquarters.

A Melancholy Spectacle. 


I have always had a good deal of sym- 
pathy with those who have raised, from 
time to time, a few feeble and despairing 
protests against the modern craze for 
speed. It was not, however, until after a 
visit to the Phoenix Park the other day 
that I began to realise the extent to which 
the amenities of public thoroughfares. are 
obliged to submit to the necessities cf 
motor traffic. In order to improve the 
North Circular road it was decided, a good 
many years ago, to plant trees along its 
sidewalks, so as to form a boulevard, The 
result of this experiment was very satis- 
factory, and until quite recently these 
graceful trees added greatly to the appear- 
ance of the district. They have now been 
obliged to sacrifice all their branches to the 
motor Moloch, so that virtually only the 
bare trunks are left. It is a mournful 
sight to see these fine young trees treated 
in such a fashion. Their present condi- 
tion suggests that it would have been 
better to remove them altogether, which 
would have been the proper solution, if 
they had really been a hindrance to fast 
traffic. To leave them lopped and muti- 
lated, an eyesore to everyone who does 
not travel at forty miles an hour, is to 
| abrogate completely the purpose for which 
| they were intended. 


Quaint Street Names. 


I have often thought that a history of 
the origin of Dublin street names would 
be interesting if, indeed, it were possible 
to ferret out the necessary information. 
A good many of the older names are 
corruptions of ancient words; for in- 
stance, Dolphin’s Barn, which has nothing 
to do with dolphins, but is called after a 
one of 

whom is mentioned in records connected 

with Kilmainham bearing the date 1237. 
There are others, such as Marrowbone 
lane, Fumbally’s lane and Carman’s Hall, 
the names of which may once have had 
some local significance, now long forgotten. 
No doubt, some optimist was responsible 
for “ Angel Alley,” since the thorough- 
fare in question seems to have done little. 
to live up to its name. The most. in- 
teresting specimen of nomenclature that 
I have seen in Dublin is “ Thundercut 
Alley,” a lane off Smithfield, though why 
this resounding designation should have 
been given to such a drab and unim- 
pressive by-way is more than I can under- 
stand. 


Johnny Long. 


Most Irish countrysides have their own 
special “ character,” or the memory of 
such a character, who may himself have 
passed on. In a certain district in the 
South of Ireland people still remember 
Johnny Long, who was famed alike for 
his singing of the ballad called Glanworth 
Bridge, or the Old Bridge at Glanworth, 
and for his importunity when asking for 
help. One couplet in his song was 
uttered with much emphasis: 

‘Th’ eel an’ Salmon, Pike an’ Throut 
That réwls in Funcheon wathers.’’ 

When asking. for. assistance, Johnny 
was far-seeing enough to support his out- 
stretched right arm with his left hand, 
and so to avoid undue fatigue. He always 
begged in the third person. -“ Johnny 
says he wants a little sixpence ; Johnny 
says he will sing you ‘The Races of 
Fermoy.’ ”’ If the money were forth- 
coming, he immediately went on: “Johnny 
says he wants something to buy a grain of 
tay an’ sugar; Johnny says he wants a 
pair of boots,” etc. Someone who 
often heard him has said that there was

THE SERMON 


The Bishop of Kilmore was the preacher. 
Taking as his text, “‘I am in the midst 
of you as he that serveth ” (St. Luke, 
chap. 22, verse 27), he said that the 
guestion of the true relationship between 
Church and State had been one of the chief 
factors in European history for the greater 
part of the Christian era. Tt had 
stirred men’s imaginations, troubled their 
consciences, and “dominated the politics 
of nations. Before the Christian era it 
was not considered a problem. Civilisa- 
tion had never separated the two ideas 


of Church and State. Among the 
Hebrews, the Egyptians, the ples of 
Asia Minor, of Greece and of Rome, the 


Church and the State were inseparable. 
Tf one was a member of the State one 
was expected to adhere to the State's 
established religion. A heretic was, tpso 
facto, a traitor to the State. Such a 
theory died hard, and they saw its force- 
ful influence in history right down to 
modern times. 

In the earliest centuries the problem 
was for Christians a religious, not a 
political, one. Loyalty to the State was 
preached and practised in all matters 
which did not offend the Christiae con- 
science. But where the two loyalties 
clashed. there was never any question. as 
to which should be sacrificed. _The Lord 
Christ was for them the King of Kings. 
His was always the final word, As far 
as there could be said to have been a 
theory of relationship it might be said 
to have been that of “ The Church in 
the State,” the leaven which was to in- 
fluence the whole community from within. 
Centuries passed, and with their pass- 
ing the position of the Church in the 
State was entirely changed. When the 
Roman Empire began to break up the 
Church was found to be the one great 
power which stood between civilisation 
and utter anarchy: Then there arose a 
new and magnificent theory, ‘‘ The Churca 
is the State. 


A NEW THEORY. 


With the coming of the Nefermation 
the belief in the Church's identification 
with the State was not abandoned, but 
a new theory was evolved, which might be 
said to be, “ The State is the Church.” 
The new ‘monarchy, with the absolute 
prince, appeared in France, Spain 
and England. The King was to 
be over all the estates in his 
realm, over the clergy as well as 
the people ; the Church as much as Houses 
of Parliament. Luther disputed the 
Divine right of the Pope, but supported 
that of the Kin 

Continuing, t the preacher said that the 
fact that Church and State had, in most 
countries, become separate did not imply 

that there was no relationship between the 

two, but that their theories as to the right 

relationship had entered upon a new 

ase, He had tried to show that their 

present position was in a lime with a steady — 
historical development. They -had come 

to it along a certain road. Sooner or later 

they would have come by some other to 

the samé position. 

How did they stand at present? They, 

as individual members of one Church, were 

also individual members of the State—of 

two different States, as it happened. That 

fact might help to clarify their thoughts. 

In part they found themselves in a posi- 

tion not unsimilar to that of the early 

Church. To these early Christians was 

proclaimed unhesitatingly the duty of 

oyalty to the secular authority—in that 

case a heathen authority. 

It was to the eredit of their Church thet 

its members had, as a whole, set a splendid 

' example of loyalty to whatever authority 

had held the reins of government. If she 

was to continue to be faithful to the task 

allotted to her, she would uphold that 

spirit of law-abidingness.
